Concerns grow that success of ‘Hamilton’ threatens plan to feature a woman on the $10 hill

A merica was built on the separation 
of church and state, but what about 
the separation of state and stage? 
There is growing concern that the Broadway 
smash hit “Hamilton,” which won the Pulitzer 
Prize for Drama on Monday might keep a 
woman’s face from replacing Alexander Ham- 
ilton’s on the front of the $io bill. To many that 
would seem like a sharp change of plans, as the 
Obama administration announced last June 
that a woman would be featured on a rede- 
signed $io bill that would be unveiled in 2020. 

Where, exactly the woman would be fea- 
tured wasn’t explicitly stated, which caused 
some confusion. Would Hamilton be moved 
entirely or simply de-emphasized? USA Today 
reported Hamilton’s likeness would be moved 
to a different part of the bill, and The Wash- 
ington Post reported, “Officials said some 
bills could still portray Hamilton, perhaps in 
combination with a woman.” 

Not everyone was thrilled with the idea of 
demoting Hamilton’s image, including presi- 
dential hopeful Hillary Clinton, who said, 
“Keep him where he is,” according to the New 


Abrk Daily News. 

Treasury Secretary Jack Lew also holds the 
Founding Father in deep admiration. 

“I work under a life-size portrait of Alexan- 
der Hamilton,” Lew told Politico. “Fve prob- 
ably read more about Alexander Hamilton 
than a lot of the people who are now jumping 
up and being his defenders. He’s one of my he- 
roes. He will be fully honored.” 

Lew has the power to decide who goes 
where on the new bill, and Time reported he 
said that the center portrait on the front of 
the bill is “not where we intended the focus 
to be” with regard to placing a woman on the 
currency But an anonymous Treasury official 
told the magazine that Lew’s thoughts on the 
issue have changed since last year. The source 
didn’t explain why 

“Hamilton,” which takes an admiring look 
at the founder of the United States’ financial 
system, debuted on Broadway 9 months ago. 
It’s gripped the country so deeply with the 
story of Alexander Hamilton that some tick- 
ets are going for $1,365 per seat on the resale 
market, the L.A. Times reports. 

Lew’s a noted fan. He gushed in New Tbrk 


magazine about both the show and meeting 
Lin-Manuel Miranda, who plays Hamilton 
and wrote the hit musical, after the perfor- 
mance. Lew again met with Miranda the day 
before the cast played selections of the musi- 
cal for the president last month. 

“On Monday Secretary Lew welcomed 
Lin-Manuel Miranda to the US. Department 
of the Treasury” said a Treasury department 
spokesperson in a statement. Variety re- 
ported. “... Secretary Lew also reiterated his

commitment to continue to honor Alexander 
Hamilton on the 10 doUar bill.” 

After the meeting, Miranda said he re- 
ceived “multiple assurances” that “Hamilton” 
fans would be pleased with the bill’s redesign, 
according to Quartz. 

Not everyone would be happy though. 

“You’re not going to fix gender inequality 
by putting a woman on the face of the 10, but 
boy will you emphasize gender inequality by 
putting women on the back,” Jane Kamensky 
director of the Schlesinger Library on the 
History of Women in America at Harvard 
University, told Time. 

Of course, nothing has been decided yet. 
No official statements have been released. 

But the unease for some behind the idea 
that Hamilton might remain the focal point 
of the front of the biU has some speaking out. 

“Our first representation in over 100 years 
and this is going to be our representation?” 
Barbara Ortiz Howard, the founder of Wom- 
en on 20s, an organization aimed at replacing 
President Andrew Jackson’s portrait on the 
$20 bill instead, told Time. “It’s akin to being 
on the back of the bus.”

T nfussy and easy to remember, 

/ so-called equal-parts cocktails are a boon 
J for booze fans. Basically, you stir or shake 
your ingredients in equal measure, and 
voila, you’ve got a cocktail in no time. Classic cocktails 
like the negroni and Last Word fit this bill, and even the 
nine-ingredient zombie, a tiki cocktail favorite, qualifies. 

But don’t be fooled: An equal-parts cocktail takes more finesse 
than pouring measured ingredients into a cocktail shaker, says 
spirits writer and author Kara Newman. 

“These drinks are easy to remember but challenging to de- 
velop,” she said. 

In her new book due out in the fall, “Shake. Stir. Sip.: 40 Ef- 
fortless Cocktails Made in Equal Parts,” Newman explores why 
the cocktails are so versatile and why they excite some of the 
country’s best bartenders. 

The key is balance, Newman said. Take the easy-to-remember 
negroni, with bitter Campari, sweet vermouth and aromatic gin: 
The sum of each part yields a harmonious whole. But even clas- 
sic cocktails “don’t all work,” she said, like the Blood and Sand. 
Made with scotch, orange juice, sweet vermouth and Cherry 
Heering, “the Blood and Sand is a terrible recipe,” Newman said. 

The problem? It’s too sweet. 

Because these drinks are so straightforward and austere, when 
one element is out of whack, the entire drink is thrown off The 
beauty of a successful drink is its symmetry according to Nandini 
Khaund, beverage director and “spirit guide” of Cindy’s at the 
Chicago Athletic Association Hotel downtown. “Ty to think of 
it as a triangle of flavor: spirit, sour, sweet.” When these bases 
are covered, you can add or remove other elements, like bitter or 
savory “It’s a playground for experimentation.” 

Eor Khaund, equal-parts cocktails offer another benefit. 
“These cocktails are easy to batch,” she said, “because you just 
have to use the same unit of measurement.” 

At the CAA, Khaund offers guests staying at the hotel an in- 
room, bottled cocktail dubbed the Escape to Ruins, made with 
mezcal, vermouth, Campari and ancho chile liqueur. “If a negro- 
ni basked in the desert sun on a Mexican holiday, this might be 
what it tastes like.” 

Eor Newman, an equal-parts ratio is a “cult cocktail template” 
that lends itself to endless diversity and versatility To wit, as she 
researched cocktails for her book, her various mixology contacts 
connected her with other bartenders mixing up these drinks be- 
hind the bar. 

“The more I talked to bartenders, the more they got excited 
about it,” she said. “It’s so easy to tweak a base recipe and create 
something all your own,” like the Paper Plane, created by barman 
Sam Ross for the Violet Hour in 2008 . In a riff on the Last Word, 
bourbon, Aperol, Amaro Nonino and lemon juice come together 
for a perfectly balanced drink, a classic in its own right. 

Home cocktail enthusiasts can apply this trend to their own 
mixology Newman said. Tbu can start with three bottles (gin, a 
bitter like Campari and a whiskey), add a sweet or dry vermouth, 
orange liqueur and something quirky like tinctures or shrubs, and 
you’re empowered to make as many as 20 equal-parts cocktails. 

“Take a ratio that already works,” like the Last Word, Newman 
said, “and just swap out elements one at a time until you end up 
with a drink you enjoy” 

To help you get started, memorize the equal-parts cocktail 
recipes to the left, and next time you host a party impress your 
friends with your sophisticated repertoire.
